' Such' was the man who by rigid cen- 
fers was called the minion of Lady Hyndley, 
atod ^om Sir Harry would have beea 
happy to tepulfe without injury or injuftice. 
He doubted not but Aat he was a gallant 
Alitor for his hdy's favours, and therefore 
wanted nothing but due prowefs to difmifs 
his gueft. The excellive cordiality and 
politenefs of Bruce rendered the attempt 
unfuccefsful.

/TT^ H E elegant beauties of Emily Biy-

As he pronounced thefe words very 
emphatically, Lady Hyndley entered the 
room; fhe appeared highly enraged, and

** nobleft kind* They will be faithfril and 
<< difmterefted ; I ihall have the beft oppor- 
" tunity of trying their zeal and of proving 
^ their fieadinci^ Thus. forming intima^ 

" cie» 
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*^ cics, . as no man ever did before, I fhall 
" not be indebted to fordid views for their 
** attachment to me. The world will now 
" learn, that there ftiU exifts, in its full vi- 
" gour,^ and in its moft fplendid colours, 
** the lofty fentiment rf generous rtp^Ap 
" and how much I have dei^rved efleem 
** will be manifeft by my fuccefs in fecur- 
" ing it." Thefe were the felf-complacent 
refleftions of Bruce, as he left Lady 
Bryant's. . In the fame ftrain of wild 
imagination he raifed ideal and indiflbluble 
fabrics of friendihip in his converfation 
with Orford, who fmiled at his oddity and 
pitied his inexperience* Bruce, like a true 
Quixote, liftened to no objections againft 
the indulgence of his fanguine hopes ; in his 
defence, vire may remember that Crebillon

greater or lefs degree^ He had the art of 

Toothing every body's failings, and extolling 

•their abfurdities, that he might obtain the 

fill length of every folly, out of which he 

^Irew a fmd of humour for the amuiement 

of 
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of the table. Thefe perfidious blandifhi 
merits were often happily exerted upon the 
moft wife and the moft gigantic minds^ 
for as they were confcious of their own , 
Jjowers, they little fufpefted any one watch- 
ed their intelleflual blemifhes with a dar- 
ing and fatirical merriment. Sir Edward 
had many friends and an unbounded ac- 
quaintance. A fmooth addrefsi a poliflied 
behaviour, and a countenalKe, which had 
been drilled at his entrance into life, and 
exercifed in all the evolutions of attra6tive 
pleafantry and. amiable benignity, fefcinated 
thofe who were expofed to the derifion of 
the fpeftators by his infidious mirth. He 
yf2s a, convivial bafilifk, who attraded only 
to deftroy. 

Lady Bryant was an elegant woman* 
Her dreis was the great obje£l of her afFeci- 

lions. 
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sfionSj and fopowerfiilly was the attached' 
to the D^ity of fafeion, that every paflion 
arid foible was concentred in perpetual obe- 
dience to his dictates. Of fuch a woman 
I fhall not now fay much i (he is a com- 
mon charailer, but not to be defpifedfor 
thefe propenfities. Whoever renders them- 
felves and the world more agreeable than 
they were are entitled to a very great portion 
tf popular applaiife. 

Emily and a Ton were the defcendants of 
this fam?ly, Mr. Bryant had his mother's 
fondnefs for fplendour, without his father's 
admiration for wit. He was very polite, 
for he would always laugh at a jeft without 
requiring it to be explained, a condefcen- 
':fion which often kid the relator under fome 
obligation. Mr. Bryant's mouth was in- 
.ifeed perpetually " ajar." He was perfe6U3r 

good- 
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good-natured. He would, at the coft of 
ptl^ers, 99t wilb ^nybod;, drink witii any^ 
bod^ gam^ witli anybody, and do any 
thing with anybody* His confiitution 
would have been early facrificpd to hU fa- 
cility of temper, and hjs eftate, perhaps, 
fytnt before he came to it, but one trait 
in his difpofition carried an antidote to all 
f uinous excefles ; for, of his friends, no one 
accufed him of that pernicious brilliancy of 
expence or thofe powers of entertainment, 
which allure and enchain a company to th^ 
utter ruin of their poileflbr, Mr. Bryant wa$ 
dierefore only invited when be was though^ 
of. The young men of fpirit found him 
too penurious, and the young men of 
gaiety too dull, for their fociety. His chief 
aflociates were the mere women of faihion, " 
whoie infipid minds eftablifbed a reciprocal 

fecurity 
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fecurity from wcry poffible danger* WitK 
ail this, his friend Temple declared, that 
Mr. Bryant once faid a good thing ; fbf, to 
the aftonifhment of every one— he &fd 
grace at dinner. 

On the enfuing morning, Bruce and 
another fervant attended Lady Bryant to 
pay vifits. The firft houfe they went to 
was an ill omen for Bruce. They flopped 
at Mrs. Sydney's, who was one of BruceH 
mcft intimate friends, a woman from whom 
he had received many favours, and whofe 
affiftance he Had fome thoughts of foliciting 
on the fubjeS of Mifs Bryant. Mrs. Syd- 
ney had a large fortune, and was rather 
advanced in years. Among many good 
qualities, which rendered her truly amiable, 
fhe was principally beloved for her excef-

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Htuation in life may here be acceptable^ 
He became acquainted with lord Warynton 
by an intimacy with bis lordihip's fon at 
Eton fchool, which Evelyne had quitted 
three years before. 

Evelyne was a young man of eligible 
fortune, and of abilities which he did not 
always difplay. He had not a large ac- 
quaintance, nor were his good qualities 
very generally known.

His leifure 
hours were conftantly employed in tranquil 
avocations, and rational ftudy, but he was 
yet much delighted to find himfelf in the 
circles of the wife, the gay, and the learned, 
and among thefe he did not often pafs an 
hour without much profit and fome ho- 
nour. 

He was in company remarkably fJcnt, 
but upon occafions where he v/as attradled 

by 
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Hy kindnefs or roufed by infolence, it was 
fald of him, that he could with unexpefted 
brilliancy refcue his chara£ler from the im- 
putation of weaknefe ; that he could repay 
good-breeding with elegance, and mortify 
pride with unremitting feverity. 

Lord Warynton, with a generous friend- 
(hxptook him by the handy introduced him 
to his houfe, to his table, and to his friends.

His honeft emulation, his hopes for fame, ' 
his incefiant diligence, his fanguine rcliance 
on amicM proteftation, will all be facrifieed; 
to his want of interefl : glow of wit, fervour . 
of Imagination, and folidity . of knowledge, 
charm in the acquaintance whofe perfinid^ 
confequcncecoipmands refpcft^ butifdifr' 
.s .: played 
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played in diofe who have nothing but ge- 
nius, they are fpurned and blafted by the 
artifices of envy, and the malevolence of 
friendfhip. One trait of Evelyne will ex- 
lilbit his turn of thought. He had dined 
frequently at Lord Warynton's, and the day 
before Bruce called, he fat down with a fplen- 
did company, where, in rank and fortune^ 
he knew himfelf inferior. He was placed 
near Lord Warynton, oppofite to two boys 
of fafhioni whofe pertnefs and clamour dif- 
tinguiflied them from the reft of the com- 
pany.

Lord Spelman, vrho caught her in fome d£ 
lhe country towns^ or petty viihges, adjsr- 
cent to the metropolis, brought her to Lon- 
-don, married her, and introduced her very 
young to all the faflilonable places of re- 
port. She was in time decrottie. She for- 
:got, very fuccefefully, the fociety fhe had 
•left, and the harmony of her former com- 
panions, the lamb; hleat^ and the linnets Jong. 
She now. attained gradliklly fome graces 
-and fome difcretion, but no allurements 6f 
any kind* Her hufband taught her the 
ufeful leflbn of feldom fpeaEing; and fHe 
pra£tifed a referyed* dignity, which gave 
her few fpeeches an atrjc^ haiighty benefi- 
cence, aa if (he conferred a favour by vouch- 
safing to communicate her —or rather othec 
L z people's 
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fseople's ideas. She maintained the par«- 
tiality of Lord Spdman, by a relblute re- 
pulfe of every civility from every man j with 
which, hpwever, ihe was not often af- 
failed. Her frigid deportment once in- 
duced a female to call her a well drejfed iJU 
tie. Her lofty behaviour threw fome enesgy 
into her compofition, for without fuch a re-

When they arrived* in the gallery, Btucq 
commenced his enquiry ; but in a bw mU 
nutfs the curtain drew up. Altamont and 
Horatio entered; the firft (peech was re-' 
ceived, as ufiial, with no uncontmon fervour 
qF applaufeby the audience; but the infiant 
uiien Horatb began his firft line, which was 
only the emphatical^ high^foundmg^ and poetic 
€^1 expreflion^ " Yes, Altamont"— Bruce 
applauded with iiich vehemence, and fuch 
clamour, that he drew every one's, atten'* 
tion. He accompanied his geflitres with

Dr. N. his tutor, was alfo there. Hait- 
wal obtained leave of abfence for that day ; 
and with a few of lits chutns, fet off for Lord

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Warynton's. They reached the hodc at 
ten o'clock ; ^and as- Mrr&i^t had not 
breakfafted, ^cy called and cat a flight rc- 
paft at an inn in- the neighbourhood; after 
which the young gentlemen went by them- 
felves upon a private e3q)edition. 

Mr. Harwaly JTon to Lord Warynton, 
was at this- time jv& feventeen., He was 
generally regarded at fchool as a Very idle 
/ellow, for he never attended to his leflbh 
:mth diligence ; but 9s he had an aftoaifli^ 
tng memory, and uncommon brilliant/^ of 
|)i9Ct$) amplication was not fo requifite to

^anfit of the botde, to the entertainment of 
his guefts.

never fcrupkd to become the infamous pra«'

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moter of her huftand's intrigues. SDme 
palTages in Albin's life had been careful!]^ 
dctefted, and would have been properly 
expofed, but he appeafed the fury of his 
perfecutors by complying with their de- 
mands of exorbitant bribery. His ftyle of' 
living, which was uncommonly gay, threw ' 
a fplendour round the name and charadter 
of a man whoie manners were eaiy and 
refined; and his perpetual appearance at 
church on the fabbath, and on the princi- 
pal feafts and &fis, with a grave face, and 
a decent behaviour, had, ynih fome of the 
Uind bigots to extrinfic piety, totally ex- 
punged from his reputation thc/e foul blots 
widi which it had bebn tainted. His' 
bounty to die poor was very great. H« 
fttbfcribed to hofpitals^ encouraged beggarSi 
dud had always a iwaicrems train rf Ibofir- 

gentkrkm 
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gentknUn penfumers who " take no thought 
" for the morrow." By thefe magnificei* 
donationsj however, he really did much 
good i and many families were refcued from 
ruin, many ufeful inftitutions lupporte<^ 
and much real benevolence excited in others, 
by the example of a benefaftor, who was 
otherwife the vileft of mankind. 

Amongft the vi<Slims to Albin's licen^ 
tioufnefs, was a yoimg girl named Millar^ 
who was coufm to Mrs. Lewfton, woman 
to Lady Bryant. Millar had been ibme 
time for&ken; and, after becoming the 
prey of her feducer, was, with die infamous 
barbarity, and imprincipled villainy, which 
too often attend the gaiety of a libertine> 
turned over to the bounty and the cruelty 
of facceffive profligates : (he was devoted 
to indigence and in&nyj but the kindneft

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of Mrs. Lcwfton refcued her from dcftruc- 
ttion.

The woman's heart overflowed with- 
pileafure at the fuppofed remorfe and bounty' 
of ' Albint She concealed it from her cou- 
fin, and was punftually at Albln's by eight* 
o'clock. She was introduced to him alone. 
Mrs. Albio was out; and he had dined ^ 
P 3 early,. 
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earlyi that he might be at leifure to tiego-* 
ciate the buiineft of the evening* He 
tcftified ^^ excefs of happinefs and (hame 
" at meeting this ^W woman." He talked 
over the beauty of her coufin, and her fine 
temper; but kmented that {he (hould have 
loft her influence over his heart at a time 
when he was the moft conftant creature 
alive. He then proceeded to flatter Mrs. 
Lewftonj commended her generofity to 
Kitty Miliar ; poured forth a lively pane- 
gyric upon her fidelity, diligence, fkill, and 
propriety of behaviour JA the place which 
(he now occupied: he congratulated her 
upon her fituation ; talked of Sir Edward 
Bryant's plealantry, and Lady Bryant's fa^.. 
(hionable refinements; and thus, by a na^ 
tural gradation, he made the tenour of the, 
opnverfation arrive at Mils pmily. 

Before 
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,. Before Mrs* Lewfton's arrival, fome e^- 
quifite cates, and delicious liqueurs^ had 
been carefully provided. Of thefe fhe plen- 
tifully partook ; and in two hours grew fo 
communicative, that Albin, who treated 
her as his moft familiar friand, was foon 
poflefled of all the information he could pof- 
fibly wifli for. She was overpowered by 
-the blaze of ipagnificence in his houfe, and 
the charms of condefcenfion in himfelf ; and 
before flie left him, thought he was not

Her ladyfhip was very fond of this wo** 
man« She had lived with her many years-; 
had never openly, conraiitted any mifdeed to > 
forfeit her favour, but had ferved her (as 
Lady Bryant fuppofed) with zeal and fid6- 
Hty, Her honefty was, however, really not .

The furprife and delight <X Emily, ait 
hearing from her admirer, carried her b&» 
yond the limits of propriety. She liflened 
wiA pleafure tothe eulogiams which L^w- 
flon lavilhed upon the generofity of the AI- 
bins; and was at length perfuaded, in one 
of the airings which (he ibmetimes took 
with this woman, to make them a vifit. 
They received her with a refpefl: that flat- 
itered, and a cordiality that charmed her« 
£he promifed to repeat hervifits; and after

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being gratified by an account of Albin'i^ 
acquaintance with Bruce, fhe returned 
home, charmed with the moft fanguine 
prdfpedh of probable ^icity.

Dr. Ganden, however, was only Jleeped 
in Greek and Latin ; of modern literature 
he knew nothing : his memory was great^ 
his judgment (hallow, his decifions pofitive; 
and he often expofed his ignorance of com- 
mon books, and contemporary events. In 
a literary converiation between Evelyne and 
2 ibme 
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fome others, where the dodor obtruded 
himfelf, the converfation turned upon Las 
Patranas of Tim<meda^ a book which is well 
known among die ftudents in Spanifli lite- 
rature ; " I fuppofe," faid the doftor, " the
